CHOUTEAU SAYS = 
Nt OWES ONLY 


TRFLING SUMS 


Broker Declares His Notes Are 
Secured by Bonds Specifying 
They Are Scle Collateral . 


TELLS OF His DEALS 


Admits His Concerns Paid Un- 
earned Dividends—Hoped to 
Help Boys He Employed. 


Henri Chouteau, the youthful stock 


broker, against whom two attachment 
suits were filed following his departure 
from the city Dec. 6, has returned to 
his apartment in the Hermitage, 445% 
Washington boulevard. He told a Post- 


Dispatch reporter today that he had 
gone to Birmingham, Ala., because the 
financial pressure upon him had become 
so great that he could not stand it here, 
but that he now believes he will be 
able to satisfy most of his creditors it 
given sufficient time. 

With a cigar in his mouth, his feet 
upon a table and one hand jingling 
coins in a pocket, Chouteau smilingly 
discussed some of his business transac- 
tions and said that he had done nothing 
wrong and that other brokers are doing 
the same things every day without pro- 
test from anyone. 

Chouteau said his unsecured debts are 
but trifling. He said they consisted of 
some room rent due the Hermitage, 
some office rent due the Security Build- 
ing Co., for which, as he recalled it, he 
had given some kind of a bond as se- 
curity; $100 upon a note given Mrs. Mar- 
garet Milford of 5867 
some Other little odds and ends. 

Explains Milford Deal. 


When asked how it is that Mrs. Mil- 


ford asserts she lost $17,000 in her deal- 
ings with him, Chouteau replied that he 
Was not responsible for that, as she had 
accepted notes from him upon which 
bonds were given as collateral and the 
notes expressly stipulated that unless 
the notes were paid the holder must look 
to the collateral for security. 

“So you see,” he said, “those holding 
bonds must look to the bonds for pay- 
ment. I do not owe them anything.“ 
“Was it not tms fern éf note which 
caused your suspension from the St 
Louis Stock Exchange? Chouteau was 
asked. * 

“Yes it was,“ he replied. The Gov- 
ernors did not like the form of the note 
and I did all that I could to meet their 
wishes. Why, at one time I had $180,000 
in these notes out and I cut them down 
to about $100,000. I tell you I was always 
looking out for my clients. Why, when 
the Idaho and Oregon light and Power 
Co. went to smash three years ago, I 
gave my notes for $8000 to persons to 
whom I had sold an allottment of bonds. 

“The war has caused most of my trou- 
bles, but I am not the only man in 
whom it has put a crimp. If it had not 
been for the war I believe that several 
of the enterprises in which I am inter- 
ested would have developed into big 
successes and I would have been worth 
$100,000 today instead of being broke. 

“Only for the war I am sure I would 
have been able to place most of the 
companies in which I was interested 
upon a paying basis. The plans for the 
companies were all right and simply 
needed capital to make them succeed. 
I had many pledges from investors that 
they would take stock and bonds in 
some of the enterprises. When the war 
came the investors became frightened, 
they refused to keep their promises of 
financial suppert and the companies 
were left without means of develop- 
ment.” 

Wanted te Help Boys Along. 

Chouteau was asked regarding state- 
ments made by several youths that 
Chouteau had made them officers of 
companies he was promoting without 
their taking any interest in the con- 
cerns and in two cases when they were 
under age. 

* did not know any of the fellows 
were not of age,“ replied Chouteau. 
“They told me they were 21. That was 
all I could do about it, There were sev- 
eral nice young fellows that worked for 
me in various capacitics. I wished to 
help them along. . 

‘You see you have to have officers to 
organized a company, and the use of 
clerks for such purposes is common 
even in large companies. Although they 
carry the title of treasurer or secretary, 
it does not mean that they have any 
control in the company. I did just what 
hundreds of organisers of corporations 


are doing every day. I could not help

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY IN 
NORTHERN FRANCE, Dec. , via 
London, Dec. 27.—War is no respecter 
of customs. Therefore there was no 
cessation of activity along the line in 
Northern France, Christmas eve. if pos- 
sible the French artillery fire more 
nearly approximated the celebrated 
“drum fre“ of the late September of- 
fensive than at any time since then. 

Christmas t the average German, 
however, is the most important day of 
the year. All along the line, from the 
most advanced trenches to the commu- 
nication points in the rear, Christmas 
trees, blazed almost as if in opposition 
to the flare of exploding shells. 

Guns Kept Up Fire. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
spent Christmas eve with a Bavarian 
reserve company, every member of 
which had been in the field at least a 
year, and most of whom spent the pre- 
ceeding Christmas in the field. French 
guns boomed incessantly, shells ripping 
up acres of ground, but luckily not in- 
truding upon the scene of the celebra- 
tion of the first company of Regiment 
No. 10. 

In order to spend the evening as near- 
ly as possible in the accustomed way all 
the members of the company ad been 
assembled from their various posts and 
gathered in a littie wooden pbuilding just 
behind the front.

He 
referred to the previous Christmas and 
then to the hopeful expectation that 
peace soon would come, calling upon 
them to continue to render the sam 
service to the Fatheriand as they had 
been giving.

Declines to Predict What Might 
Happen if Bulgarians in- 
vaded Territory. 


PARIS, Dec. 27.—The Athens corres- 
pondent of the Matin sends the follow- 


“Having interviewed M. Venizelos, 
former Premier, on the subject of the 
elections and obtained from him affir- 
mation that his triumph was demon- 
strated by the small number of votes 
polled, I called upon M. Gounaris. He 
denied there was any considerable num- 
ber of absentions and claimed that even 
if the 300,000 soldiers mobilizéd had been 
able to vote, the result would have 
been the same. I then sought to ask 
about the foreign policy of Greece, but 
M. Gounaris (whose party won in the 
recent elections) interrupted me, saying: 

* 'Grecce’s policy is unchanged. Greece 
is a small state which does not want 
to be dragged into the war, which 
might lavolve a catastrophe like those 
which have befallen Belgium and Ser- 
via. We are Greeks, and nothing else. 
I am neither a Germanophile nor a 
Francophile, but just a Greek. German- 
ophiles do not exist in Greece. 

„% All Greece, even under the present 
circumstances remains attached to 
England, France and Russia to which 
she owes her existence and ber devel- 
opment. But you cannot ask that the 
sentiment should go so far as to ‘ead 
us, without absolute necessity, into the 
conflict, and we believe nothing now re- 
quires us to cease our neutrality, Greece 
always will feel keenly whatever hap- 
pens for better or worse to France, but 
we cannot do more.’ 

“T then asked M. Gounaris to explain 
how, if the Bulgarians are the hered' 
tary enemies of Greece, the Greek peo- 
ple could agree to the allies’ army ‘fall- 
ing back indefinitely before the Bul- 
gars on Greek territory. 

„Now your going into the domain of 
the future,’ he replied, ‘and I cannot 
enter into that. I am speaking only of 
accomplished facts and the attitude they 
impose upon us. I canont speak 
of the future.’ 

“T remarked that such a silence mizh. 
be considered significant and M. Gou- 
naris explained, ‘I don’t even authorite 
you to draw deduction from my - 
lence,’ ”’ 


Greek King Says He Can't Let Bul- 
gare Cross the Frontier. 
LONDON, Dec. 27.—King Constantine 
has telegraphed to Emperor William 
saying that it would be impossible to al- 
low Bulgarian or Turkish troops to eros: 
the Greek fruntier, says the Mails cor- 
respondent at Athens, who had inter- 

views with the Greek Ministers. 

M. Gounars, Minister of the Interior, 
candidly confessed, according to the cor- 
respondent, that he did not know what 
would be done if the Bulgarians or 
Turks attempted to cross the frontier. 
Minister of Justice Rhallis, on the other 
hand, was just as emphatic in declar- 
ing that no Turk or Bulgarian weuld be 
permitted to set foot on Greek soil. He 
reproached the allies for obatinately re- 
maining at Saloniki, declaring that alt 
of the difficulties of Greeve would be 
removed if the allies evacuated Salonikl.

His View ef Repert, 

“E have not yet had tie time to di- 
gest the opinion of the Public Serv- 
lee Commission. In the copy I have 
there is an omission of a very im- 
portant sheet—resuiting, I take it, 
from the haste of preparing so many 
copies. I gather from my very brief 
inspection of it that the commisison 
has three objections to the plan, viz.; 

1. Paying a bonus of 5 per cent in 
noncumulative income bonds to the 
holders of the present general lien 
bonds. 

This bonus was given because the 
holdere of the general lien bonds 
surrendered th ee-fourths of their 
present primary rcecurity and agreed 
to take only noncumulative bonds for 
one-half of them, and, in addition, 
allow $25,000,000 of first mortgage 
bonds to go ahead of them, together 
with all prior lien bouds that will be 
used for the future improvement of 
the property. This would seem to be 
only a fair compensation for such a 
surrender of present priority. lt is 
substantially the same arrangement 
of bonus approved by the commis- 
sion in respect of the divisional un- 
derlying bonds in another part of the 
plan. 


The Voting Trust. 

2. The second objection of the com- 
mission is to the voting trust agree- 
ment. a 

This is a very common agreement. 
It is in common use between the 
holders of shares in industrial and 
manufacturing corporations, as well 
as railroad companies and other pub- 
lic utility companies. I know of 
many private corporations in this 
State today whose stockholders have 
such an agreement. It has been the 
practice for many years, and no one 
ever seemed to have a thought it 
was against public policy. New York 
and Maryland have approved it by 
statute. 

The question has been before the 
supreme courts of many of the states 
of the Union, and I believe, with one 
exception, such agreemens have been 
held valid and not contrary to pup- 
lic policy. Alabama, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Llinoia, 
California, New Jersey, Rhode 
island, Pennsylvania, Idaho, New 
York, Maryland and others have 
sustained voting truets. One of the 
courts said: 

“There is no more objection to as- 
signing certificates of stock to a pri- 
vate corporation in trust for a law- 
ful purpose than any other property. 

“Mr. Justice Holmes of the United 
States Supreme Court, when Chief" 
Justice of the supreme “Court of 
Massachusetts, said: 

„Ne know nothing in the policy 
of our law to prevent a majority of 
stockholders from transferring their 
stock to a trustee with unrestricted 
power to vote upon it,’ 

Six to One Pian. 

»in the present instance, the out- 
standing capital of the new company 
will be represented by $ of bonds to 
fi of stock, The bondholders can get 
nothing out of the management of 
the property out their interest, and 
having the far greater investment 
in the property, are entitied to have 
supervision of its management, and 
this they can obtain only by an 
agreement with the shareholders 
throuch a veting trust. 

The stockholders’ management has 
wrecked the property underlying the 
bond securities, and the holders of 
these securities are naturally unwill- 
ing to give back their security to the 
unfettered control of those who have 
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brought about such disaster, either 
through misfeasance or malfeasance. 
I do not belleve it is possible for 
the reorganization managers to re- 
cede from this position. 
% The exchange of income bonds 
for preferred stock is objected to. 


May Wave Rights, 

The provision of law, that preferred 
stock cannot be issued without unan- 
imous consent of sharcholders, is in- 
tended for the benefit of the share- 
holders, and this they may waive, as 
they can any other property right. 
If this right of exchange is given in 
the charter of bylaws of the com- 
pany, or is written in the certificates 
of shares, it is binding upon. present 
and subsequent shareholders, 

This question, like the previous one, 
can be judicially determined whenever 
“Income bonds” are offered for such 
exchange; not before then. 

It is my opinion that the Public 
Service Commission ts possessed of 
neither legislative nor judicial. pow- 
ers; its functions are purely adminis- 
trative. It has np jurisdiction to de- 
termine questions of policy.

Railroad Contends That ges 
Cent Mileage Book Order 
Is Discriminating.

JEFERSON CITY, Dec. i7.—The Wa- 

bash Railroad, through its receiver, E. 
B. Pryor, today filed application for a 
rehearing on parts ot the recent in- 
creased rate order of the Public Service 
Commission. The Wabash, tn its appli- 
cation, rejects the two-cent mileage 
book order of the commission and parts 
of the freight schedules and indicates 
that unless the motion is granted, the 
case will be carried to the United States 
courts for final determination. 
The Wabash is the first of the large 
trunk line railroads in Missouri to file 
objections to the terms of the commis- 
sion’s order, although it has been known 
for some time that none ‘of the rail- 
roads were preparing to put the new 
rates into effect by Jan. 1, ds they were 
permitted to do undér the order of com- 
mission. 

The order provides that the railroads 
may collect the increased tariffs 30 days 
after they have filed their new sched- 
ules. The schedules have not been filed. 

In their application for a rehearing 
attorneys for the Wabash declare that 
the provision by the commission for 
mileage books to be sold at 2 cents a 
mile is unlawful, because it is discrim* 
inatory. They also contend that the 
baggage rates and the freight rates on 
livestock are in conflict with the rulings 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and. discriminate in favor ot Missouri 
points as against points in néighboring 
states. ‘3. N 
It is charged that the rates on live- 
utock for points wittin Missouri con- 
flict with the rates fixed by the national 
commission on transportation of live- 
stock between Kansas City, Kan., and 
points in Missouri and that the same 
discrimination is made between East 
St. Louis and points in Missouri. Most 
of the stock shipped from Missouri 
points is handled through the large 
stockyards just over the State line in 
Illinois and Kansas.

WASHINGTON, Dee. N. Wen Con- 


gress recovenes after the holiday recess 
a land mortgage bill creating the of- 
ficial machinery for a aystem of agri- 
cultural banks, entirely distinct and 


separate from the commercial banks, 
will be ready for consideration by both 
Houses. 

The full joint committee on rural 
credits which has been working for 
months in an investigation of the sub- 
ject with a number of old bills as well 
as the “expéfierce’ of some of the 
Huropean governments as a basis, will 
meet January 3 to receive and pass upon 
the bill completed yesterday by the land 
inortgage sub-committee. 

This measure creates a system of 12 
regional land banks for the “ise of 
farm borrowers everywhere in the 
United States at a low rate of interest, 
under control of a central board at 
Washington, distinct from any exist- 
ing .government officers or Federal 
rureaus This board comprising five 
members will have almost supreme 
authority over land mortgages figuring 
in the system. Members of the board 
will be appointed by the President, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Senate. 

The members of the sub-committe ou 
tersonal credits have been participating 
in the land mortgage proceedings and 
as the two sub-committees comprise the 
full joint committee the agreement on 
the land mortgage bill insures its speedy 
submission to the Senate and House. 

The persona) credits legislation, as 
separate measure, is not yet in sight, 
sithough there have been some hear- 
ings before that sub-committee and some 
phases of personal credits are taken 
care of in the land mortgage loan bill

HE majority of people do not re- 
alize how very much serious 
trouble can be traced to the dis- 

eases of childhood—those common, fa- 
miliar, so-called children’s diseases.
